workers, peasants, and Schoolmasters, were irbued with left-wing and 
nationalist ideas. In particular, the teachers in the ‘Lower salary brackets 
forned a fertile ficld for the Spread of Comamism, Satib stated that he alsc 
feared that the spirit of violenes recently displayed by the Iranian Tudeh Parts:
